BEFORE any new patrolman h started on 
duty in Westwood* New Jersey, Chief of 
Police Alvin C Lich tells him of his own 
start in police work to illustrate bow methods 
have changed over the past 29 years. 

"When I was appointed to the police depart- 
ment," Chief Lich /elates, "I was one of the 
two men on the force. My first job was to oper- 
ate the stop«and-go, sign in the railroad station. 
I had absolutely no police training and was 
given the equipment for and told to take this 
: job with no preparation. In fact, it wasn't until 
1929, when I was appointed Chief of Police, 
that I had any formal training in police meth- 
ods." What the Chief cjoesn't add is that in 1929 
he entered the/Municipal Training School spon- 
sored by the New Jersey State Police Associa- 
tion, where he graduated top man in his class. 
A glass case on his desk holds the .38 calibre 
Detective Special presented to him at gradua- 
tion by Col. H. Norman Schwartzkopf. 

'Today, when a man enters police work, he 
is thoroughly schooled in every phase of his 
duty before he is allowed to have any contact 
with the public," Chief Lich declared. "This 
certainly makes for better police officers and 
saves the law enforcement' many of the head- 
aches and heartaches' that come from 'learning 
by experience'." 

Because he feels so strongly about law en- 
forcement training, Chief Lich has been one of 
the men who have fought most strongly for its 
expansion. He has attended numerous special- 
ized schools, and has been one of the most active 
police chiefs in New Jersey, serving as presi- 
dent and at present secretary of the Bergen 
_ County Polk* Chiefs Association, and as vice- 



president of the New jersey State Association 
of Chiefs of Police. 

Chief Lich is a police chief who doesn't ever 
want to be spectacular. "My job is primarily to 
prevent crime, secondarily to detect and arrest 
criminals," he says. "If it were at all possible to 
fulfil the first of my functions to perfection, 
there would be no reason or use for detection." 

Judging from the results, he has been success- 
ful at both prevention and detection. While 
Westwood is not a crimeless community, its 
crime rate is 'one of the lowest in the country, 
thanks to the work of Chief Lich. "By constant, 
careful policing, and by having the cooperation 
of the citizens of the community, I have been 
able to make Westwood an unhealthy place for 
a criminal," he declares. Having the complete 
cooperation of the citizens is one fact which 
Chief Lich feels most strongly about; for he 
believes that in order to efficiently prevent 
crime, a police chief must have the citizens of 
his town acting as observers to report any un- 
usual occurrence. 

, By getting this .type of cooperation, Chief 
Lich has succeeded on many occasions in catch- 
ing criminals immediately before they commit 
or in the midst of a criminal act. Just a few 
weeks ago, an elderly lady was walking home 
from a church meeting when she noticed that 
one of the larger food stores had the shades 
pulled down on its inner office window. Think- 
ing this strange, she called the police depart- 
ment. Three burglars were caught in the process 
of breaking open the store safe because of her 
prompt action. 

Although Chief Lich has done a magnificent 
job in the field, of crime prevention, he has also 
proven his ability in detection. "Science has 
helped policemen greatly in the detection of 
criminals," Chief Lich said. "Years ago, when 
fingerprinting was something new, people felt 
it would degrade them if they were finger- 
zprinted by the police, and as a consequence, 
many criminals who would have been caught, 
weren't. Police departments were afraid of being 
attacked for false arrest merely because they 
wanted to fingerprint a possible suspect. 

"J remember a case which 1 think illustrates 
my point. In the early thirties, Westwood and 
its surrounding area was plagued by a series of 
burglaries. By the time we had our first break 
in the case, nineteen homes had been robbed. 
i first became suspicious of two young men 
when I noticed them driving around in a new 
car— an expensive one. Both boys had reform 
school records, and one was on parole at the 
time. When I questioned them about the source 
of their new-found wealth, they were very in- 
dignant, but showed me that 'they had acquired 
tie money in a legal mannef. 



"The burglaries were committed by smart 
men. They picked their houses well and never 
left any trace. In spite of the fact that these two 
men proved that they had had the money to get 
the car, I was suspicious and wanted to have 
them fingerprinted. I was about to issue an 
order when several lawyers warned me that I 
would be leaving myself open for a great deal 
of abuse if I did this and then found they were 
innocent. Because of this fact, over forty more 
burglaries were committed before we could get 
the evidence on these two. 

"I immediately started having them cailed 
day and night, but their actions seemed per- 
fectly innocent. They worked during the day, 
and never went out much at night. For many 
nights, I parked in front of their home co see 
if they came out, but they never did. Through- 
out this period, the burglaries continued. In 
spite of the fact that it seemed impossible for 
these two to be implicated, I stuck to my hunch. 

"Within a few/ days, I had the lucky break' 
which closed the case. One Friday night, the 
two of them left early in the evening. They both 
had large suitcases that appareritly were heavy. 
They took a main road to New York City. Luck 
ran against me when I had a flat and lost them. 
I was sure that if I could have stayed with them. 
I would have caught them red-handed. 

"Two days later, they returned, and as they 
entered their house, I noticed that they were 
wearing new clothes. I also noticed that when 
they took the first suitcase out of the car, it 
seemed as light as a feather. I decided that 1 
had to examine those suitcases. 1 went over to 
them and started talking in a friendly manner. 
Both were cordial and evidently in a good mood. 
We chatted for a few minutes, and then they 
went into the house. 

"But they had left one suitcase in the car. As 
soon as they had been inside a few minutes. I 
searched the remaining suitcase and found it 
empty. As I was about- to close u, I noticed a 
small silver coin in one of the corners. 1 picked 
up the coin and noted that was English and 
evidently quite old. After shutting and replac- 
ing the suitcase, I returned to my office to check 
this coin with the list of stolen property." 

The coin proved co be from a collection that 
had been stolen a few weeks previously But he 
still didn't know how the two suspects had 
managed to get out of the house while it was 
under surveillance. There could be only one 
answer: some sort of tunnel, or secret exit. The 
next day, when the two were at work, Chief 
Lich and some of 'his men spent six fruitless 
hours searching the ground around the house. 
As they were about to give up. Chief Lich 
noticed that an old garage about one hundred 
feet from the house, facing another street, had 
newly oiled binges, 



"It struck me as strange that anything as old 
as that and apparently as unused should have 
such carefully oiled hinges, so we investigated. 
We found that the garage was very much in 
use, for another car was inside. Also inside the 
garage was a trap door opening into a tunnel 
which lead to the house where these two boys 
lived. They had known that they were being 
watched, and for a week worked at night build- 
ing this tunnel, so that they could get out of 
the house without being caught. They were 
arrested that night, and convicted shortly after. 
Yet. if I could have taken their fingerprints 
when 1 first wanted to, I would have caught 
them immediately, for their prints when taken 
in jail, matched prints taken from their second 
job." 



Fortunately for the many people who were 
robbed, most of the stolen property was recov- 
ered within a few months - again due to the 
efforts of Chief Lich. 

In working toward his goal of a crimeless 
community, Chief Lich has proven himself a 
top man both in detection and in the field of 
youth guidance. Through his efforts and with 
excellent results many youth groups have been 
organized to combat delinquency. The towns- 
people of Westwood owe him a great debt, for 
he has made the town one of the' most peaceful 
and friendly in the country. His influence is 
felt by everyone in town, from the youngest 
children, who know him for his youth pro- 
grams, up to the elderly people, who know him 
for bis never-failing helpfulness at all times.
